For Swine Killer 


Streptococcic Takes 
Toll Each Year 


The nation’s hog raisers w e r e 
alerted today to watch for a swine 
killer which may also masquerade 
as one of a half-dozen other swine 
diseases 
The American Foundation f o r 
Animal Health said streptococcic 
infections apparently have b e e n 
taking a steady toll of swine for 
years. However, the trouble often 
was not recognized because differ 
ent types of the infection can re­ 
semble cholera, anthraw, pig ede­ 
ma, enteritis and other conditions. 
The Foundation cited such 
i o- 
stances as streptococcic septicemia 
which often resembles cholera—al­ 
so tonsil infections which are con­ 
fused with anthraw. Streptococcic 
infections can cause respirat o r y 
troubles, 
pneumonia, 
tonsillit i s, 
mastitis, metritis, navel ill 
a n d 
encephalitis. 


“ An accurate diagnosis of t h e 
disease condition is necessary t o 
determine the exact cause so that 
proper treatment may be started,’ 
the Foundation said 
“ Guesswork 
by an owner in trying to determine 
which disease is causing trouble is 
one of the chief hazards in deal 
ing with this problem. 
The Foundation pointed out that 
the spread of streptococcic infec­ 
tions can often be halted by seg­ 


regation of sick animals and dis­ 
infecting of water facilities a n d 
swine quarters

The dignity and purpose of Labor Day 
has been lost sight of by many people, 
its significance forgotten. 
In this country the American working 
men and women know and should be 
proud of the fact that they enjoy the high- 
est living standards in the world. 
In England, the men and women who 
turn out automobiles ride to work on bi- 
ivcles. In other countries they walk. In 
die “paradise for workers,” claimed by 
Hie Soviet Union, working people must 
v ork approximately twice as long as 
Americans to cain a meager livelihood, 
despite the industrialization which has 
taken place in Russia. 
Here our Bureau of Labor Statistics re­ 
veals that factory production workers’ 
earnings have now reached a record av­ 
erage of $1.77 per hour. This figure in­ 
cludes all jobs and represents the large 
rise which took place rn the past three 
years of the Korean War. No o t h e r 
country approaches this average level. 
At tile same time. the average work week 
hi re was 40.4 hours, a figure which dem­ 


onstrates the spread 
of 
leisure 
time 
throughout the population. 
Labor Day should give all Americans 
cause for deep pride. In the last f i f t y 
years, men and women have come to live 
well, to live longer, and to accumulate 
more of the good things of life for them­ 
selves and their children, thanks to the 
system of government under which we 
live.

High productivity—which means h i g h 
unit output per manhour—has m a d e 
America the real workers’ Paradise, and 
that’s a Labor Day thought.

National Sovereignty Limits 


II is true that the ch arier of 
the United Nations is, 
by 
i t s 
very existence, a limitation upon 
national sovereignty, but f r o m 
the course of events, it is possible 
to justify the 
broad 
statem ent 
that only the United States has 
been i ailed upon t6 do anything 
special about it. 
This arises from a single clause 
in our Constitution which makes 
a treaty upon ratification by the 
Senate, the law of the land with­ 
out specific legislation as to its 
implementation. Thus, a t r e a ty 
m ay have the effect of an am end­ 
m ent to the federal and state con 
stitutions. 
To correct this w eakness in out 
system , the Bricker am endm ent 
to the Constitution has been rec­ 
om m ended by the American Bar 
Association. It pro 'ides 
“ SectionI 
A 
provision 
of

tre a ty which conflicts with this 
Constitution shall not be of any 
force or effec t 


“ Sci Hon 2. A treaty shall be­ 
com e effective as internal law in 
the United States only through 
legislation which would he valid 
in the absence of treaty.

A child can develop s e v e r e 
sym ptom s of shock from a burn, 
even though it involves less than 
ten percent of the body surface 
T hat is why a severe burn is 
more rapidly fatal to a child than 
to an adult, although a less ex 
tensive area of the body m ay be 
affected. 


The first sym ptom a child may 
develop after a severe burn is 
excessive, uncontrollable 
thirst 
There m ay be a collapse of the 
blood vessels following this, with 
a pale, clam m y appearance and 
thready pulse 


Drowsy and Restless 
The child is not as responsive 
to questioning as he would be 
normally, and he does not put 
out an adequate amount of urine 
He is extrem ely drowsy and rest 
less, and m ay seem somewhat 
mentally confused. 
Once burn shock occurs, it is 
.steadily progressive and 
needs 
im m ediate treatm ent, Most chil 
dren require hospitalization since 
there is a loss of fluid from the 
blood in this type of shock. This 


must be replaced by giving eith 
er blood or plasm a into a vein 
Blood tests can be perform ed in 
which the am ount of shock and 
loss of body fluids can be deter 
mined. Many of these children 
will require 
oxygen 
and 
other 
supportive m easures until t h t 
crisis of the burn shock passes 
Of course, the treatm en t of the 
severe burns with such measure^ 
as skin grafting, are suually left 
until the child totally recovers 
from the shock and once again 
in norm al condition. 
It is im portant that any child 
having an extensive burn be seen 
hy a physician, for a burn can 
work far g re ate r 
havoc 
on 
a 
child than on an adult.

He is Richard S. Ramsay, who j 
calmly admits that he w a s born j 
January I, 1869; th a ts o n l y 84 
years ago 
Dick, as he is best known to a 
host of friends, served two terms 
as sheriff of Fayette County and 
left an enviable record for c o n - 
scienlious work and ability; f o u r 
years as deputy sheriff under Sher­ 
iff O. S. Minton, and the rem ain­ 
der of the time as bailiff of the 
Fayette County com mon p l e a s 
court. 
P art of his eventful life spent in 
Fayette County was on the farm 
of his uncle. Captain E. A. Ramsay, 
on the Lewis Road, where for years 


he was engaged in farming a n d 
feeding off large numbers of choice 
swine and cattle. 


husband, he dismantled the s h o t- 
gun and beat his sister-in-law t o 
death with the gun barrel 
Halterman. Ramsay recalls, had 
lured his half-brother

The third man was Jam es Col­ 
lett, who murdered his brother-in- 
law, Elmer McCoy, Mrs. McCoy, 
and their daughter,

$80,000 estate. 


IN ADDITION to being an o f- 
ficial when the three 
men 
were 
sentenced to death, Ramsay h a s 
taken dozens of prisoners to t h e 
Ohio Penitentary, slate reforma- 
t o r y and Boys Industrial School 
during his years as sheriff a n d 
deputy sheriff. 
He made scores of arrests but 
said he never felt he was in any 
danger at the hands of desperate 
characters. 
“ During all these years I have 
never had anyone to hold a grudge 
against me because I did my duty 
in arresting him for the often s e 
committed," Ramey recalled. 
He also recalls m at he always 
endeavored to treat all prisoners 
right while they were in his cus­ 
tody. 
The most baffling case ever com­ 
ing under Ramsay's was the lam 
ous Peoples and Drovers b a n k 
robbery, in which the bandits es­ 
caped w ith $250,000 in currency and 
negotiable securities. 
Traces of the robbers were pick­ 
ed up wher one of them attempted 
to sell some of the securities i n 
Texas. T h e man was l a t e r sen­ 
tenced to state prison for a rob­ 
bery at Renesler, Ind. 
None of the money was ever re­ 
covered and no one brought to jus­ 
tice far the crime, which baffled 
the best trained detectives.
